TUe Liberty of llie Press. 

In n small community Bnch aB our 
own, public writorB are at a mrinifest 
disadvantage, from the very faob of 
their being individualized too much 
by the narrow cirolo who read the 
daily papers. The writings of an un- 
known author dwelling in the centre 
of a crowd, personally unknown, us 
well to tboso who read his articles, as 
to those high or low, whoso actions as 
public men call in any way for com- 
ment, whoso good deeds domand no- 
tico, or whoso shortcomings deserve 
criticism, will always command more 
attention than -any remarks emanat- 
ing from tho pon of one known to all 
the community, amongst whom ho 
writos. The public aro very apt to 
supply motives which havo in fact no 
t xiBtonoo, and aro too muoh disposed 
to attribute- to personal feelings any 
marksd oxnrossion of opinion cooiiDg 
irom £0110 wall known to tbesv I»r 
for instance, a member of our local 
tho oourso of his avocations, 
has to perform tho unpleasant duty 
of holding up for public censure the 
public acts of any one holding office 
in the Colony, ho is supposed by 
many to be writing in furtherance ^of 
some privato interests ; if, on tho other 
hand, his comments bo favorable, he 
is at once accused of servility and 
time serving. In largo cities members 
of tho press cannot as a geueral rule be 
identiQed with particular articles by the pub- 
lic, and as a result of this immunity from ob- 
servation tbey are ublo to express themselves 
more freely than the writers io small towns 
are inclined to do. But occasions must 
Bometimea arise, ia wbioh a public writer 
would be derelict in duty if ha silently paBsed 
over anything in the conduct of a public 
man -whioi) calb forth remark ; and when 
those occasions do arise amongst us, we shall 
not Bhrink from our duty) It is as much the 
boast of Englishmen that their press is bold 
and outspoken as that it is free and un- 
trammeled ; ihero ia no office so high, 00 per- 
son so exalted as to be above criticism. It 
is a part of tho English system of jurisprn- 
denco that all the Courts of Law are open to 
the public, and it would be a most danger- 
ous retrogression to take one atom of pub- 
licity away from them. Wo deem it as mocb 
our duty, as it is our earnest desire to avoid 
and abBtain (rom making any remarks io our 
columns which would in tho remotest way 
tend to bring the judicial office into contempt. 
The Press, as the exponent of public senti- 
ments, iB abovo all other things concerned 
in upholding the Judiciary. The purity and 
impartiality of the Bench are the sateguards 
of tbo public, and any attempt on the part 
of tbe Press to influence opinion during the 
trial of a cause is moBt reprehensible and 
calls for the severest censure. Tbe Chief 
Justice of our Supreme Court has thought 
our report of Tuesday's proceedings, in the 
case ol Dickson vs. Wocds, worthy of cen- 
surable notioo. The case waa not one in 
which the evidenco could have been given 
verbatim with any profit to our readers, but 
if we bad refrained from putting on record 
that which was noticeable to all parties pre- 
sent, we should have been EScrafioiDg tbe 
freedom ol the press to our own feelings of 
delicacy, towards one who worthily occupies 
a veiy high position. No judge 011 tho 
bench bos ever been Iree from the remarks 
of the preES. Witness one of the ablest and 
best conducted of tbe English weokiy pa- 
pers, now before ub, which in commenting 



Convention. 

We b«ar it stated, on good authority, 
that it is proposed to hold a Convention at 
Yale on the 24th of August, or thereabouts- 
composed of delegates from all sections of 
the Colony. The object of tho movers in 
this matter, ia to take no half-and-half meas- 
ures ; but to go to tbe very root of popular 
griovaccos, even if it be necessary to ask for 
tbo removal of Gov. Seymour and bis Bntel- 
ites.

Sey- 
mour and his puppet councillors, but to go 
lo headquarters for redreBS— to her Majesty 
herself, and her Ministers. Not the least

(Deforo Galef Juutico Needtum.) 
DICKSON Va. WOOD. 

This case was brought to a close yester- 
day by the adoption of a compromise sug- 
gested by His Lordship. Previously, how- 
ever, Pr Diokson was recalled, and in answer 
to direol and cross-examination gave ex- 
planatipus respecting his diploma, which was 
produced and also o full statement of the 
medical curriculum in Canada. 

Dr Powell corroborated tho plaintiffs 
views with regard to the diploma and license 
to practice. 

At the close of the plaintifl's case, 
Mr Wood asked a nonsuit on tho follow- 
ing grounds : 1st, That irrespective of the 
Medioal Act of British Columbia, by tho 
common law o! England, a physician has no 
legal remedy (or his fees; and that ihe law 
of England being Ihe law of this Colony 
,^'y^^to^^^es,: >t the Englis^ 
Medical Registration Acts being noapplic- 
able to this Colony; 

2. That under thelato Medical Ordinance 
of the Colony, registration under the Act iB 
compulsory.' and the evidence showed that 
the registration wn« obtained °n an affiidavit. 
.informal and insufficient, 

That at all events this ordinance applies 
to services since the paesing of the Act 
(April 2nd, 1SG7) which cuts down plain- 
tiff's ohime to services for three months. 

His Lordship then suggested that both sides 
should hold a consultation witn a view to a 
compromise, as tho case was surrounded by 
legal difficulties. After a short discussion, 
the plaintifl's counsel agreed to accept S1250; 
each porty paying their own costs. 

His Honor in the few remarks he addressed 
to the Jury said he fait bound to state that 
Dr Diokson had producod tho necessary 
evidence ol his being a regularly constituted 
medical man, possessing both Ihe diploma 
which proved possession of the necessary 
knowledge, and the license which by law 
gave him the right to practice. As Ihe case 
' had been settled without going to the jury 
he felt bound to say that much distinctly. 

TO THE PRESS. 

His Lordship then addressed the Court in 
reference to tbe report of the previous day's 
proceedings, which appeared in this paper. 
He regretted exceedingly the necessity ol 
•peaking from the Bench upon this subject ; 
but ho felt it hie dtuy to caution the report^ 
era of the presa present, upon the impropri- 
ety aud danger of commenting on the ac- 
tions or!proceedings of the Court , especial ly 
before the case such comments bore upon, 
was finished. Such a course, if followed up 
to the extent to which it might be pursued, 
would involve much risk to the guilty party. 
He did not wish to spook in a spirit of intim- 
idation to the press ; but he could not but 
feel Ihe impropriety and inconvenienco of 
having to defend justice from what was evU 
dently an improper animadversion— and ho 
therefore, hopnd he should cot have occasion 
to Bpcalc in this m inner again. When mo- 
tives were impuied to the Court which in 
validated the purity of justice the best in- 
terests of society were involved, and it was 
bis duty to protect them.

New Your, Jane 15, 1868, 
After a passage of 21 days and 6 hcurs 
from San Franoiico, I landed ia this great 
busy and prosperous city on Wedoes. 
day evening last. The run dowa on tbe 
Pacific side was in evory respect agreeable. 
Wo were on a safe and well appointed ship 
— the Oregonian — commanded by Captain 
Sutton, a capable and a warmhearted son of 
the Emerald Isle, wbo.waa unceasing in his 
endeavors to render all on board happy 
and comfortable. The cabin accommoda- 
tions were most excellent and tbe tobies 
bountifully supplied, Not only was the 
captain a porfect genllemaa in his inter- 
course with passengers, but all hie officers 
and men were similarly inclined. When we 
reaohed Aspinwall and embarked on tbe 
Guiding Star for this port tho contrast pre- 
sented was most marked. We found Ihe 
Guiding Star ia a filthy condition; her 
cabin accommodation limited and filthy* 
and her officers inattentive to the wants of 
the passengers.

The Mexicans 
are a treacherous, deceitful nation, and, liku 
tbe Feniaus, for overy traitor with pluck 
sufficient to put into execution hia nefarious 
designs, at least two others stand ready to 
betray him lo the authorities for a pecuinary 
consideration. 

You will read and hear a great deal 
about the Fenians and their contemplated 
movement upon Canada, but I see no evi- 
dence ol activity among the Brotherhood 
hereabouts Here tbey are generally unpop- 
ular. This week a great Fenian lair will 
be held at Buffalo in this State, the point 
trom which the raid on Canada was mado iu 
18G6. Tho Dominion authorities acting on 
the adage that lorewarned is forearmed, 
»re preparing to give ihe invaders, should 
they oome, a cordid reception. At the 
head of tbe Fenians is one Colonel O'Neil, 
a soldier who was on the side of the Souih dur- 
ing tho late rebellion.

Flour of a quality that 
no British Columbia house wife would make 
Into bro&d, oosts S 1 7 per barrol ; beef and 
muttou 28 and 30 cents per pound ; veal, 35 
cents, and nvery other neoosnary in propor- 
tion. It is true these prices are at currency 
rates, but in a city whore gold and silver 
are unknown except to brokers, where the 
exhibition ol a four-bit pioco in a window 
diawa a crowd of admirers who weloome it 
as an old but not forgotten friend ; where 
the sight of five dollars in gold in the hands 
of a 'sovereign' would secure him tbe nomi- 
nation ol Alderman.; where all contracts are 
made on a greenback basia — it will be seon 
that tho cost of living io New York is rela- 
tively higher than ul Viotoria. For exam- 
ple : Here laborers recoivo S2 f)0 per day in 
cuirency, and pay the priceH I have quoted; 
while at Victoria they recoivo $2 aud #2 5n 
aud pay only one-half lets than their New 
Yoik contemporaries buy in greenbacks.
